Closing arguments were ex- 
pected to be heard and a Wyan- 
dotte County jury was expected 
to begin deliberations today in 
the trial of a Leavenworth Boy 
Scout leader accused of 
molesting a Cub Scout. 

Ken Tinkharn is charged with 
one count of taking- indecent 
liberties with a child stemming' 
from an alleged incident that 
occurred last summer during 
Scout daycamp at Camp Naish, 
Bonner Springs. 

During testimony Monday, an 
3-year*old boy identified 
Tinkharn as the man who in- 



decently fondled him during a 
game being played at the camp. 
The boy said he had been blind- 
folded at the time and was play- 
ing a game when a man came up 
to him and placed his hands on 
him. Under questioning from 
Assistant District Attorney Wes 
Griffin, the boy said he 
recognized the man's voice as • 
being Tinkharn 's. 

The boy said the man stopped 
after he told him to leave him 

• alone, 

* r After the boy's testimony, a 
woman Cub Scout leader also 
testified she saw Tinkharn 

. place his hands on the boy, but 
said she was in no position to see 
exactly what Tinkharn was do- 
ing. She said she later went to 



the boy and asked him what had 
happened. She said the boy toid 
her he had been fondled. . 

According to court testimony, 
camp directors and Bonner Spr- 
ings police were notified. 
Tinkham was later banned from 
attending all Scouting activities 
as a Scout leader, 

Tinkharn took the stand in his 
own defense Tuesday and denied 
he had ever intentionally fondled 
a boy and had never sought sex- 
ual gratification that way. He 
said he did hug the Scouts at 
times to show affection, saying 
"there is not enough hugging in - 
this world." 

Under questioning from his 
lawyer, Marvin Stottlemire,

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Scouts to emphasize 
screening of volunteers

The Kansas City-area Boy 
Scouts, stunned by the fil- 
ing of. criminal charges 
against three Scoot leaders in the 
last two weeks, plan to improve 
their training of the volunteers 
who screen new leaders. 

Both national and local Scout 
officials maintain, however, that 
the current method of selecting 
leaders— which leaves the choice 
to the church, school or civic 
group sponsoring the Scouting 
program— is the best way to 
weed out undesirables. 

"Even one case is too many, 
but in reality we work with 1.6 
million adult volunteers around 
the country and there are each 
; year a handful of morals cases,** 
said Barclay Bollas, national 
news editor at the Boy Scouts of 
America headquarters in Irving, 
Texas. "We feel the percentage is 
extremely low and we have con* 
fidence in our selection proce- 
dure/' 

The recent string of criminal 
charges apparently has not hurt 
area recruiting, said Harvey 
Thompson, director of field ser- 
vice for the 19-county Heart of 
America Council of the Boy 
Scouts. /' 

Mr. Thompson said he hoped 
the recent publicity wiU prompt 
parents to become more involved 
in Scouting and not tarnish "a 
movement that has helped young 
people and their families for 
years and years."

• Glen Q'Dell, a longtime 
leader in the Gay County com- 
munity of Pleasant Valley, was 
charged with two counts of sodo- 
my and three counts of first- 
degree deviant sexual assault on 
a boy who had been member of 
his troop. 



• John M Meianson was 

charged with forgery in the theft 
of $350 'from a blind couple 
whose son he tried to recruit into 
a Scout organization at a North- 
gast-area rhtirphJ — . 

# Kenneth Tlnkham of 
Leavenworth surrendered Fri- 
day to Wyandotte County author- 
ities. He was charged with taking 
indecent liberties with an 8-year- 
old boy at a Scout camp. ' 
AH. Thompson said ail three 

leaders had been suspended from 
the Scout program. 

"A person is innocent until he 
goes to court, but we cant afford 
to have a person who may have 
done an immoral act close to 
kids," Mr. Thompson said. 

Mr. Thompson said at least 
five persons in the sponsoring 
group are required to be active in 
the recruiting, of volunteer lead- 
ers. ■ ■ • 

"What happened in the last few 
days shows there's been some 
slippage in those checks and bal- 
ances/* Mr. Thompson said. 

Mr. Bollas said the Scouts 
maintain a list of 2,000 undesira- 
bles and the names of all appli- 
cants are checked against it But 
it is a misconception that finger* 
printing would help, he said, be- 
cause incidents rarely involve 
repeat offenders. 

Mr. Thompson said the organi- 
zation is working to make every- 
one more aware of the possibility 
that even a trusted neighbor 
might be capable of criminal 
behavior. The effort had begun in 
the last year or so, he said, but 
will be intensified because of the 
recent incidents. 

Locally, Mr. Thompson said, 
churches axe being urged to see 
Scouting as part of their youth 
ministry. His organization is 
working with the churches on a 
new training program for Scout- 
ing coordinators.
